NEW 2001 ESG PROJECT AND
ACTIVITY SETUP PROCEDURES

The following article was written and submitted by
the Office of Special Needs Assistance Programs
(SNAPS).

IDIS was originally created to allow many eligible
activities (and many “matrix” codes) in order to
accommodate all of HUD’s community development
formula programs. For ESG, this has resulted in
grantees often using project and activity codes that do
not aways conform to ESG's more statutorily
restrictive eligible expenditure categories. Therefore,
HUD is implementing this new process for setting up
both projects and activities in IDIS effective for the
2001 ESG grants.

| dentifying ESG Projects
“The Shelter isthe Project”
(CO4M K05 Screen)

In setting up ESG projects, the maxim grantees
should keep in mind is that “The Shelter is the
Project.” For instance, if alocal government grantee
has awarded ESG funds to a private nonprofit
organization called Safe Haven Associates as the
recipient for a project entitled Harbor Lights Shelter,
then the appropriate ESG project name should be
“S-Harbor Lights Shelter-01.” The “S’ prefix,
which is used as the program identifier in the ESG
grant numbers, refers to the ESG program and the
“01" suffix identifies 2001 as the grant year of the
funds.

This same process is followed when the project
delivers an essential service(s) separate from a
shelter. For example, a services-only project
providing case management called Community
Contacts would have the project title “S-Community
Contacts-01". In both these cases, the project titles
will clearly identify the grant program and source
year of the funds. This helps both HUD and grantees
differentiate the ESG projects from those of the other
programs on the IDIS screens and printed reports.

For State grantees, ESG has the additional
requirement that local governments must approve the

projects proposed by private nonprofit organizations
acting as ESG recipients. Therefore, for all State
ESG projects, the name of the city or other local
government in which the project is located should be
added after the shelter or project name. If the Harbor
Lights Shelter in the above example is a State
recipient, it should title its project “S-Harbor Lgts-
Louisville-01". In order for the correct project title
to show up on al IDIS screens and reports, the name
of the shelter had to be abbreviated in order to show
the city name of Louisville.

A new ESG project is normally entered through the
Consolidated Plan software. To correct a current
project with at least one activity, the grantee should
use the IDIS Man Menu, and select Option J,
“Plan/Project.” Then select Option 2, “Maintain
Projects,” which brings up the Revising a Project
(COAMKO04) screen. Place an “M” for “Amend” to
the left of the project name. This will bring up the
Amendment to the Plan Project (CO4MKO05) screen,
where changes can be made to both the project title
and project matrix code.

The matrix code for ALL ESG projects will be
“Homeless Facilities (not operating costs),” which
isMatrix Code 03C.

(As noted below, the same Homel ess Facilities matrix
code is also used for identifying an activity involving
rehabilitation of a shelter).

This process for revising ESG projects and the ESG
project matrix code is described in Chapter 14 of the
CPD-IDI S Reference Manual on HUD’s Homepage
http://www.hud.gov/offices/cpd/systems/idis/resource
greference_manual.cfm

In addition, the Project Narrative for all ESG projects
must briefly describe the project, including the type
of shelter or services project, homeless population (or
“at risk” population for homeless prevention) served,
and general description of the uses of the ESG funds.

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ESG Activitiesand M atrix Codes
(CO4M AO1 Screen)

All uses of ESG funds must be directly related to one
of the five eligible categories of ESG expenditures:

Rehabilitation, Essential Services, Operations,
Homeless Prevention, and Administration.
Therefore, grantees must choose just one matrix
code for each eligible ESG expenditure category in
IDIS.

Listed below isthe matrix code that appliesto each ESG eligible activity:

ESG Activity

Required Matrix Code/Name

Rehabilitation, Renovation, Conversion

03C - Homeless Facilities (Not Operating Costs)

Essential Services*

05 - Public Services (General)

Operations, Maintenance, Repairs

03T - Operating Costs of Homeless/AIDS Patients

Homeless Prevention **

05Q - Subsistence Payments

Administration ***

21A - Genera Program Administration

* Services are limited by law to 30% of the grant, unless awaiver is obtained from HUD
** Homeless prevention is limited by law to 30% of the grant
*** Administration islimited by law to 5% of the grant

An ESG activity cannot include multiple ESG
expenditure categories. For instance, if an ESG
project wants to fund both operating costs and
essential services, it must do so by creating two
separate activities on the first Activity Setup
CO4MAO01 screen in IDIS. For the Harbor Lights
project, the two activity names will be “S-Harbor
Lgts-Operating-01” for the Operating Costs
associated with the project and “S-Harbor Lgts
Services-01" for the Essentia Services part of the
same project. Depending on the length of the activity
name, similar abbreviations such as “Rehab” for
making structural improvement in the shelter,
“Prevention” for Homeless Prevention, and “Admin”
for Administrative Costs are acceptable.

As with the project name, also adding the ESG “S’
prefix and grant year suffix will facilitate tracking in
IDIS drawdown screens and reports. For the same
reasons, please try to limit both the Project Title and
Activity Name to 27 characters or less.

For the Activity Description narrative, grantees must
give a more detailed listing of the uses that the ESG
funds for that activity (i.e., Operations, Essential
Services, etc.) are being used for on the Activity
Setup (CO4MAO01) screen. For example, the specific
Essential Services for which the ESG funds are being
used should be listed, such as “Case management,
child care, life skills, medical care,” aong with a
short description of these services.

ESG grantees must not deviate from these uniform
procedures, unless prior approval is obtained from the
loca HUD Field Office after consultation with the
SNAPs office at HUD Headquarters.

Reporting Beneficiaries &
Accomplishments

Grantees sometimes report beneficiaries and
accomplishments information for each activity
associated with an ESG project. This can greatly
overstate the number of persons served, since the
same population often benefits from the essential
services, as well as the other eligible project activities
such as the operations of the shelter itself.

Unlike CPD’s other formula grants, grantees only
need to report this information once for each ESG
project where there are several activities set up under
that project. All  of the beneficiaries and
accomplishments information for the latest program
year should be totaled and reported only under the
first activity (that is, the activity with the lowest
activity number) under that project. The ESG
completion path in IDIS begins with the ESG
Housing and Services (CO4MEO1l) screen and
continues through the ESG Funding (CO4MEQG)
screen.

The following IDIS items were released to production
as IDIS Version 6.3 the evening of Thursday, May 17,
2001 and available for use on Friday morning, May
18, 2001.

1. Activity Funding Module

Problem:  Currently, for the CDBG, ESG, and
HOPWA programs, IDIS will let you fund an activity
on the Activity Funding screen even if you do not
select the program(s) funding the activity on the
Setup Activity screen (CO4MAOQ8) or complete any
program-specific screens. (The HOME program has
always required HOME-specific setup screens to be
completed before funding an activity.)

Solution: Under Version 6.3, the funding sources on
the Activity Funding screen (CO4MAOQ5), will be
limited to funding from program(s) that you indicated
during activity setup, plus HOME AD and HOME
CO funds. If you fail to indicate a program on the
Setup Activity screen (CO4MAO8), funding sources
from that program will not display at the time of
activity funding (with the exception of HOME AD
and HOME CO funds).

If a grantee doesn'’t select a program on MAQS,
the system will only display limited funding
sources.

If you select a program with an “X” on the Setup
Activity screen (CO4MAOQ8) then press Enter, the
system will display the first in a series of program-
specific screens.  You must fill in the minimum
required information on this screen before you can
fund the activity. Refer to the IDIS Reference
Manual for alist of required fields.

If the activity is being funded from more than one
source, you will need to return to the Setup Activity
screen (CO4AMAOQO8) and select any additiona
program(s), then complete the first program-specific
screen.

Once one or more programs have been entered, you

will now see all relevant funding sources when you
attempt to fund the activity.

As before, no program path needs to be selected on
the MAO8 screen for HOME AD activities or HOME
CO activities.

Problem: Grantees who track their funding by year
(even though IDIS draws funds FIFO) also needed to
know what was drawn for these funding years.

Solution: Under Version 6.3, the Maintain Activity
Funding screen (CO4MOO05) shows funding and
draws by year. If the grantee wants to lower the
funding amount for a particular year, they now know
the minimum (what has already been drawn) amount
that they must fund for that year.

Problem: Currently, grantees can set up a CDBG
activity with no National Objective by assigning it
Matrix Code 22, Unprogrammed Funds. IDIS has
allowed grantees to fund Matrix Code 22 activities,
with the understanding that once a National Objective
was determined, the grantee would change the matrix
code for the activity to correspond to the objective it
now meets; and the grantee would deobligate all or a
portion of the funds on the matrix code 22 activity
and then create one or more new activities and fund
them. Grantees were never supposed to draw funds
for an activity funded with Unprogrammed Funds,
though some have.

Solution: Under Version 6.3, grantees can no longer
fund an activity with a matrix code of 22 (hence they
cannot draw funds), though they can still set up the
activity on the Common Path and CDBG screens.
For existing activities with a matrix code of 22, a one-
time program run on May 17 deobligated activity
funding to the actual amount drawn.

2. Drawdown Module

Praoblem: Currently, IDIS does not allow a grantee to
cancel a draw for receipted funds for Program
Income, Revolving Loans, or CDBG State Revolving
Funds even though no funds were taken from a L etter
of Credit.

Solution: Under Version 6.3, grantees can cancel
drawsfor PI, RL, and SF on the Maintain Drawdowns
screen (CO4MD53).

3. ReportsModule

Problem: Over the last year, IDIS has modified a
number of reports to make them easier to read and
interpret and to better meet the requirements of
grantees and HUD staff. This release updates another
seven reports:

This report displays program and financial information on projects and activities
that have been funded with CDBG dollars. It has been reformatted to make it
easier to read and now includes the Activity Estimate in the Financing section.

PRQ9, Program Income
Details by Fiscal Year and
Program

This report summarizes receipts and draws. (It's companion report, PR36,
provides details for all receipts.) For each fiscal year, program, grant and
receipt type, the report displays each receipt transaction, followed by each
drawdown, followed by the total receipts, total draws, and balance available to
draw. This report displays only Active vouchers; canceled and modified
vouchers are reported on the PR36 report.

PR20, ESG Grantee Activity
Summary for Program Year
XXXX

This report displays funding and draws for ESG projects for the program year
selected. For each project, the report displays committed and drawn amounts
for activities that fall within the Homeless and Homeless Prevention categories.
The report also displays a summary of all activities within the Homeless and
Homeless Prevention categories.

This report summarizes housing data for the CDBG and HOME programs for
the Program Year you entered on the Report Selection screen. This report has

The first two CDBG sections are organized by eligibility category and matrix
codes within the category and list expenditures and beneficiary data for
underway and completed activities. The third CDBG section is organized by
housing, non-housing, and total counts by racial/ethnic category. The fourth
CDBG section lists housing, non-housing, and total counts by income category.

The first HOME section identifies housing disbursements, units completed, and
units occupied by housing activity type. The second HOME section shows
disbursements, units completed, and units occupied by HOME activity type.
The third HOME section shows units completed by percent of area median

PR26, CDBG Financial
Summary for Program Year

XXXX prior year.

This report tracks the grantee’s CDBG financial actions for a grant during the
Program Year. Amounts displayed for disbursements now include draws for the

PR27, Status of HOME
Grants

This report contains financial information on HOME grants, subgrants, and
subfunds. It was modified to properly process two-level subgranting logic
introduced in Version 6.2. There are no changes that are visible to the user.

PR36, Receipt Audit Trail by
Fiscal Year and Program

This report, a companion to PR09, displays a list of all receipts by fiscal year,
program, grant number, and fund type. As an audit report, it provides detail for
all receipt types and all statuses.

4. HOME Module

Problem: Currently, when a jurisdiction updates an
existing County Code or CHDO type on the HOME
Setup Homeowner/Rental Activity screen
(CO4AMHO02), the new values are not being saved.

Solution: Under Version 6.3, IDIS saves the changed
values for County Code or CHDO type properly.

5. CDBG Module

Problem:  State CDBG grantees generaly are
required by regulation to enter beneficiary
information regardless of an activity’'s National
Objective. The IDIS CDBG Direct Benefit screen
(CO4MAO05) and the CDBG Limited Clientele screen
(CO4AMCO02) now only display for activities with a
National Objective code of LMC, LMH, or LMJ.

Solution: Under Version 6.3, IDIS will check
whether a grantee creating a new activity or
modifying an existing one is a State CDBG grantee.
If so, IDIS will display the CDBG Direct Benefit
screen (CO4AMAOQ05) and the CDBG Limited Clientele
screen (CO4MCO02). If the grantee is not a State
CDBG grantee, IDIS will only display the benefit
screens for activities with an NOC of LMC, LMH, or
LMJ.

5. UtilitiesModule

Problem: Release 5.9 gave HUD Field Offices the
capability to modify a grantee’s Program Year end
dates (on the CO4MUS7 screen) for the current and
prior year and for a new year from what was entered
by HUD HQ on the CO4AMUOQ6 screen when the
grantee was first set up in the IDIS database. Even
though the origina Program Year dates were
modified on the CO4MU57 screen for the current
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year, the CO4AMUOG6 screen still displayed the original
dates.

Solution: Under Version 6.3, Field Offices can now
modify a grantee’s Program Year start and end dates
on the CO4MU57 screen for the current year and up
to 9 prior years, or add a new program year and
specify its end date. Changes for the current year
modified on the CO4MUS7 screen will be reflected
on the CO4MUOG screen.

All changes to a grantee’s Program Year start and end
dates must now be made on the CO4MU57 screen,
not the CO4MUOQ6 screen. For a grantee's first year
in IDIS, HUD HQ and Field Offices will be able to
change both the start and end dates. For all other
years, they will only be able to change the end date;
(the system will automatically adjust the next year's
start date.)

As before, grantees can use the CO4AMUS7 screen to
view their Program Year start and end dates for the
current and prior years.
